Dr. J. D. Phillips, assistant dean 


of the College o£ engineering, who 
recently received the 
appointment 


as ac'.injr business manager to serve 
in .Mr. Thorkelson's place during the 
hitler's leave of absence, assumed^ 
ii-s now duties early last week. 


Mr. Thorkulson has accepted a rx>p 


sition with the, gtneral educatigh 
board of Now York to advise and as- 
sist colleges and educational institu- 
tions in organization, budget, ar.a 
financial problems. Ht was grad(k-. 
ated from the ColleRe 'of engineer- 
ins here in 189S, and served as an 
instructor in the university for two 
years. 
He was appointed business 


manager of the university in 1914, 


and since that time, has held this 
position and acted as consulting en- 
gineer for Wisconsin state depart- 
ments and for 
neighboring 
state 


governments. 


The leave of absence granted Mr, 


Thorkelson contains the provision 
that he may be called at any time 
for advice and assistance to the uni- 
versity. 
Dr. Phillips received a bachelor of 


science degree in architecture at the 
University of Illinois in 1893. 
For 


the following nine years he instruct- 
ed in shop work and mechanical de- 
sign and in general engineering 
drawing-at the University 
oi-Il'i- 


nois, and in 1902 came to Wisconsin 
as assistant professor in drawing. 
He was made assistant dean of the 
•College of engineering in 1909. 


Dr. Phillips is known in the scien- 


tific world for his invention, with 
Carl Hambenchcn, of the electrolytic 
method for removing oxides from 
silver and other metals.

LONDON—Eamon 
De 
Valera, 


Irish republican leader, arrived at 
No. 10 Downing st. at 4:30 o'clock- 
Thursday afternoon for his confer- 
ence with Lloyd George, the British 
prir f minister, set for that hour, 
at which an effort will be made to 
find a basis for an Irish peace set- 
tlement. 


De Valera and Lloyd George con- 


ferred for more tban two and1 a 
half hours. 


At the conclusion of tlie confer- 


ence Art O'Brien, president of the 
Gaelic League in London, 
stated 


that it had terminated "amiably." 


The cuUo8k for a lasting j>eace 


in Ireland is brighter than it has 
ever been, declared iEamonri De Va- 
lera, Irish republican leader, £s he 
was about to enter into conference. 


"I am sure," he said, "that the 


atmosphere in England acd Ireland 
is right for peace. The only thing 
that is necessary now is for us to 
get down to rock bottom." 


"This is simply a private confer- 


ence with Mr. Lloyd George, to see 
what can_k« done at close quarters,1' 
laid the republican leader who waa 
in a bright 
and cheerful 
mood. 


Asked whether he would insist up- 
on the discussion being given foil 
publicity, Mr. De Valera declared 
he personally wag in favor of "open 
covenants openly arrived at."

Pastures 
are burned out on high land and 
some feeding of cattle is necessary. 
Berries are light. Cranberries are 
doing fine. Cherry picking is in full 
swing.

dition. Truck fair to good.

Blaine Wields 
Axe On Three 
Big Park Bills 


Five o'clock this 
afternoon 


•was set as the time for sine die 
adjournment 
by 
Governor 


Blaine and a special committee 
of legislators. At that tiine 
the 55th session •will come to a 
final conclusion. 


The governor signed nnJver- 


sity, normal school and board of 
control bills 
shorrtly after 
3 


o'clock, following his talk with 
the committee. 


The three large park bills passed 


by the legislature 
including 
the 


Northern Lakes Park, the Dells of 
the Wisconsin River and Big Hill 
on the Rock river were vetoed today 
by Gov. Blaino, 
An appropriation 


of $350,000 was carried which, the 
governor said waa not justified at 
this time. 


"The planning of a park program 


should be as carefully considered as 
the planning of any other great un- 
dertaking," the governor said in his 
message, J'Thero should be a well 
developed plan, along lines that will 
afford parks for the masses of 'the 
people rather than to establish areas 
that will never be utilized either 
within our time or our children." 


In seaking of the sur-tax' provis- 


ion to the bills which would raise 
the $350,000 
needed to purchase 


the tracts, Gov. Blaine says that 
"far better were the surtax applied 
toward a reductionNof the mill taxes, 
thereby reducing the property tax 
to that extent, than to apply it on 
the purchase of the properties, tbe 
necessities for which are very doubt- 
ful." 
. '.(I .might add" ho says "that the 
state from time to time ia the re- 
cipient of lands for park purposes 
from public spirited citizens at no 
cost to the state. In fact there is 
how before the executive a tentative 
tender of a very historical and beau- 
tiful spot for a state park without 
cost to the state." 


The Norhern Lakes park In Saw- 


yer and Prico counties including 
an 8,000 acre tract of virgin hard- 
wood timber, received the particular 
attention of the governor. 


"It may be argued that the ac- 


quisition of this tract is one means 
of conservation," the message de- 
clares. "Those who feel that way, I 
think, are misled largely through 
sentiment. Trees do not grow for- 
ever—especially hardwood 
timber. 


In order to conserve this it must be 
cut within reasonable time. I do 
not believe that it is the purpose of 
the state to engage in. lumber nnder- 
takings." 


Gov. 
Blaine in his veto of the 


Dells park bill says that it will be 
necessary to invest anywhere from 
$200,000 to 300,000 additional to se- 
cure riparian control of the Wiscon- 
sin river, and objects largely on the 
question of cost.

Committee Five to Four for 


Madison; Offer of City of 


La Crosse Cannot 


Be Accepted 


The new $250,000 Soldiers' Memo- 


rial hospital will be located on Gov- 
ernor's island across Lake Mendota. 


This became a settled fact today 


when Attorney General Morgan held 
that the state could not accept an 
offer made by the city of La Crosse 
for the hospital.

transportation. 


The present industrial depression 


is said to havo cut down the number 
of travelers and the amount of rev- 
enue for 1921. The situation is re- 
ported to have brought about

serious curtailment in the earnings 
of street railway companies and in- 
tcrurbans. 


Greatest increase in revenue and

hygiene, in the state board of health. 
From Jan. 1 to July 1, 1921, de- 
partment reached a total of 73,434 
people by means of -lectures and film 
presentations in all parts of the

This included 459 lectures 


with a total attendance of 49,769, 
and 106 film presentations attended 
by 23,665 persons. All of the 48 
states are now cooperating in the 
campaign begun by the federal gov- 
ernment for the control of venereal 
diseases.

up this, program are law enforce- 
ment, medical measures, recreation, 
and education. This had a fair test 
in the American army cantonments, 
and its great success there, under 
the most trying and adverse circum- 
stances, proved its definite value.

The Wisconsin hay crop 'm 1921 


will be approximately a million tons 
lets than in 1920, according to re- 
port of Joseph- A. Becker of the 
Wisconsin cooperative crop service. 
Based upon July 1 conditions, a pro- 
duction of 4,249,000 tons is .esti- 
mated, compared to 4,793,000 fore- 
cast on June 1, 6,273,000 produced in 
1920. and a 6-year average of 4,864,- 
000 "tons. 


A late frort this spring materially 


reduced the stand of hay, and the 
hot dry weather of June reduced the 
yield and lowered the quality of thev 
crop. All hay crops ripened and 
W£re cut much earlier than usual. 


Production of tame hay was esti- 


mated at 8,847,000 tons, compared 
to 4,338,000 forecast on June 1, 4,- 
814,000 produce in 1920 and a five 
year average of 4,398,000 tons. 


Wild hay will produce 402,000 


tons, compared to 456,000 forecast 
on June 1, 459,000 produced.in 1920 
and a 6-year average of 
479.00C 


tons. Condition of meadows on July 
1 was 75 per cent of normal, com- 
pared to 85 per cent on June 1, 89 
per cent a year ago, and a 10-year 
average of 88 per cent. 


The acreage of timothy is esti- 


mated at 107 per cent of last year, 
or 34D,000 acres as compared with 
326,000 in 1920 and 371,000 in 1919 
Condition on July 1 was 77 per: cent 
compared to 86 per cent a year ago, 
and a 10-year average of 84 per cent. 


Condition of clover on July 1 was 


55 per cent, compared to 78 per 
cent on June 1, 92 per cent a year 
ago, and a ten year average of 85 
per cent. 


Condition of alfalfa on July 1 'was 


91 per cent, compared to 94 per cent 
on June 1, 93 per cent a year ago 
and a 10-year average at 80 per cent. 


Condition of millet on July 1 was 


32 per cent, compared to 91 per 
cent a year ago, and a 10-year aver- 
age of 88 per cent. 


Wisconsin pastures 
became ex-

Dry weather during June increased 


the "June drop' of apples and re- 
duced the prospect from 2,376,000 
busheh on June 1 to 2,068,000 on

bushels. Condition was 50 per cent 
of normal, compared to 60 per cent 
on June 1, 81 per cent a year ago, 
and a 10-year average of 68 per 
cent. 


The commercial apple. crop is es- 


timated at 124,000 barrels, compared

1919. 


Total production of apples in U. S. 


will be less than half as large as it 
was last year. Eased upon July 1 
conditions, a crop of 102 
million 


bushels is expected, compared to 108 
million forecast on June 1, 240 mill- 
ion produced in 1920 and a 5-year 
average of 183 million bushels. 


Condition on July 1 was 34.3 per

to sit ex-officiai 
The faction which 


desires to overthrow this sysem be- 
gan their fight when a. full time 
health officer was not required in 
this city. 
Since that 
movement 


was started, 
the state 
ICKrislturc 


passed n law which requires a full 
ime health officer.

T n/ent "that the steel interests still are profiteering beyond 
L iriSest dreams, that the great steel mills have thrown ens 
S thouwnd, of men out of work in order to maintain exorbitant 
Etf«:ss~»:=Ss 
T by a person who failed to sign his name. But the 


-ex; gave Mr. Dunlap a chance not only to reiterate and 
.... his original charges, but to add still further indictments 
against the steel Interests. 


In his additional charges, the editor of "Industrial Engin- 


««injr"—a conservative business publication, by the way—de- 
clares: 


'Tor over twenty years past the steel men have been con- 


fusing the public with perpetual talk about high wages and 
•high labor costs,' and now they are attempting to confuse the 
issue by throwing out a ««noke screen' of talk about invested 
capital. Every business man knows that when the Steel Cor- 
poration was organized Steel common did not represent one dol- 
lar of Invested capital Mr. Bines saw through iheir smoke 
screen' two years ago when he protested against paying the ex- 
orbitant price of $47 per ton for steel rails, and every steel buyer 
in the country is now 'out on strike' against their war prices, 
and out to stay until steel prices have come down to reasonable 
figures." 


In stffl another article, Mr. Dunlap declares the steel in- 


terests are making a prolonged and stubborn stand for war 
prices which is inflicting cruel injury upon the business of the 
country. 


"In 1916," he says, "the Steel Corporation's net earnings 


jumped to $333,000,000, or more tKan double the net earnings 
of any previous year; in 1917 the net earnings reached the amaz- 
ing total of §528,000,000, of which the government took $233,- 
000,000 through the excess profits tax; in 1918 the net earnings 
were $473,600,000, of which the government took $274,000,000; 
and so the story goes, up to the collapse of business in Novem- 
ber, 1920. 


"Thus we see that five years of phenominal war prices have 


made our steel manufacturers richer than ever before in all the 
history of this wonderful industry. And yet because steel con- 
sumers have been finally forced to rebel against longer paying 
war prices, for months past the steel manufacturers have been 
steadily closing down their furnaces and rolling mills, discharg- 


• Ing their workmen by tens of thousands, and thus seriously ag- 


gravating tha business depression from which the whole coun- 
try Is now suffering sorely." 


The day after Mr. Dunlap wrote the foregoing, it was an- 


nounced that there had been another reduction in steel produc- 
tion, bringing the rate down to about 20 per cent of capacity. 
A day or two later price reductions by the Steel Corporations 
and by the other big mills were announced, amounting to $4 and 
$5 per ton, and as much as $10 per ton in the price of tin plate. 


Still a few days Jater, In a special Pittsburgh dispatch, the 


New York Times announced that steel prices in general still 
were about 50 per cent above their pr«c*rar average, or about 57 
per cent above their average la 1913. 


At about the same time, the Stael Corporation announced Its 


second wage cut of this year, and the fourth since the latter part 
of 1918. This latest cut, affecting aU the employes who work 
12 hours a day, !s approximately 15 per cent. At the same time, 
effective July 10, overtime was eliminated by the corporation. 
Also It "recommended" to its subsidiaries that they atao abrogate 
the "basic" or "overtime" day—which consisted In a recognition 
of a basic 8-hour day, with time and a half for overtime.

The men on the 12-hour shifts have been receiving $5.32 


0 day. After July 16 they will receive only $4.56. 


This $4.56 a day for twelve hours' work in the flery steel 


pits happens to be not enough to support an average family, al 
present living costs, on what the economists call a "subsistence

In 1862 the pay of a private was 


raised from $11 per month to $13, 
in greenbacks. 
(In gold this av- 


eraged about $6 per month).
